But what concerns you moſt, is 
not the Doctrine, but the Uſe; for 'tis 
not hard to give good Counſel, but to 
take it. Green Heads are apt to think 
themſelyes the wiſeſt; but that were ſtrange, 
whenas our wiſdom for the moſt part, is 
bought by experience, and young men are 
too young to make an ample purchaſe.

Ut rhere is one choice thing which 1 
B have here to mind you of that is, an 
hearty feriouſncs in, thole affairs that do 
telate unto your Soul ; which is indeed 
much wanting every where. T hegreateſt 
part of men in matrers of Religion being 
only led by what is but external. their E- 
ducation, and the places cultorn where they 
live, being the things that do produce their 
aQions of Rehgion, not any principle that 

is 
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is within, or ſenſe, or ſuch conviftion of 
their own concerns, as may induce a (ert- 
ous cate and thoughtfulneſs in thoſe affairs, 
and fo by; conſequence {o great attivity 
and ſuch a diligence ip all the things re- 
lating to the World to come, as may bear 
ſome proportion with thoſe high emolu- 
ments Which Faith makes certain to hin 
that believes. And you may fhnd frons 
hence as great an odds berween the man 
that rakes Religion up but from the cuy- 
ſom of the place he lives in, and him 
that aQts in't Bon the force of truth, and 
the conviCtian that lies on his Soul, as is 
berwixt that afventitious ſcent which 
Gloves or ſuch Jike things contraRt, when 
hid amongſt Perfumes, and that ſweet 
fragrancy which by a natural emanation 

reſents it ſelf unto us from the new blown 

ole. If theretore ſuch a ſenſe dwell on 
your heart as makes you {crious, and doth 
beger aftcCtionate defiresto ſave your Soul, 
according to the vaſt concernment that is 
in ir, *ewill not be hard to find expedicnts 
which may lead you thither. 

For this great buſineſs is notſo perplext 
as curious heads have made, who while 
they do depend to open't to us, and ex- 
paved it, have ſtarted queſtions which 

ve made the mattcr a thouſand timzs 
more difficult and intricate : For *tis on

moſt and perſpicuous. _The. firſt. is 
Faith in our Redeemet, when in. a cen- 
ſcience of our own Unrightcouſnels we do

veal'd, and in alt 'chings'accomodated, 
thatit may be imputed co him that by 
fairh receives it. The (econd is an Holy 
Life, whereby we are made confgrma- 
ble unto our Lord, and. ſo receive the 
Goſpel of Salyation, char it doth teach us 


to deny Ungodliaels and worldly apa 


and to live Soberly and Righteouſly, 
Godly, in this preſent World. Do thou 
then ſer thine Heart on theſe two things 
and with the Teſtimony of thy Conte 
ence that thou arr fincere, purſue them 
with thy whole defire, and then if thou 
do fail of Heaven, ſer me bear all the 
blame of ſo great a loſs for ever. 

Bur the greateſt danger is from our own 
hearts, which falſe as &r was Traytor, do 
berray us; and by a natural propenſity to 
ſerve the Fleſh, are not engay'd in the 
chingsof the Spirit but with the greateſt 
difficulty. And even then are like to hag- 
gard Gofhauks, howloever manned amd 
brought in the beſt order to fly at the 
Game you aim at, yet it not daily on the 
Fiſt, and in continual hand, they quickly

ency 70 prevent the milhich wy ich do 


uſually aiſe from the deceitfulneſs of our 
own hearts; concerning which, wile Solo- 
mon gives.this advice, Keep thy Hpart with

Life. | 
The firſt rhing therefore which I have 
to recommend /to you, is Religion. to« 
wards God; by which notion-Ido chiefly 
underftand all care to ſave a mans own 
Soul. For it ſeems an apparent irrationa- 
lity there to deſign the provident manages. 
ment of the affairs of this preſent Lite, 
where a man-is utterly regardleſs of thoſe 
much more important Concernments of a 
better. Andif the Child in the Womb 
had but the ſame Reſentments of the Life 
here, as we have of that. which is to come 
would be eſteemed ſtrange, if it ſhoul 
be more thoughtful for its caſie Iying the 
nine months there, than irs comfortable 
lying (it may be) an hundred years. here. 
And much more grols is our yanity*and 
madneſs, in the” negle&t of thole things 
which are not ſcen, which are-eternal ; 
when we only cate for thoſe things whicts 
ane

ate ſeen, whicharc temporal. But it is not 
my deſign here to give you DireCtions in 
this buſineſs, that would {well this lite 
Mannal into too greata bulk ; and there 
arc almoſt innumerable pious labourers of 
karned men who have largely weated on.

And that which Iſhall mention firſt, is. 


what the learned Sereca relarecth of him- 
felf, that each nipht after he was in his 
Bed, andall things quiet, he did bringthe 
paſſed s untoa tri account, raking a.

qucntly that Opprethon, Injuſtice, Cru- 
elry, Revenge, Rolluſion, and Impurity 
may be eſcaped, which otherwiſe may be 
much eaſter admitted than can berepented. 
And *tis obſervable, that reading the Sto- 
ries of divers Perſons, who have Come 
to untimely and tragical ends, many of 
them haye acknowledged at their Execu- 


tiohs, *rwas their want of Prayer which 


brought them to thoſe ſad and miſerable 
Concluſions. 

The next thing is, the pious partaking 
of the Lord's Supper, as often as oppor- 
tunity doth preſent it {elt unto you fo to 
do. For without doubt *cis of the higheſt 
Note, that here our Lord gives us his Bo- 
dy and hls Blood ; and they that judge 
the leaſt, conclude a Sacramental Pres 
ſence of his Body here, which is by Faith 
participated of by him that comes and 
doth believe. And therefore hence we 
ſurely may expe ſuch grace and ſtrength 
as our Lord Chriſt did take Fleſh for, that 
lo he might communicate them unto us 

an 
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and thence enable us to live acceptably 
before our God. And turther, here we 
may obſervcour ſolemn Preparation when 
we come unto this Holy Lable of the 
Lord, and all: the Service that we there 
perform, cannot bur ſtrike fiich awe upon 
the heart, -and melr it into fuck relents, 
as hugely maſt deter us from the love of 
Sin, and ſtir us up to fuch a Converſation 
as 1s good, and thole endeayours that 
conduct to Heaven. 

And unto this I may welladd the ſtrict 
obſervation of the Lords day ; which if we 
ſhould conſent to ſome, that it is noten- 
joyn'd us by Divine Appointment, L. 
doubtleſs is in Prudence to be practiled : 
For the heart of man naturally is excefſive- 
ly devoted to the pleaſures of this life, the 
pleaſures and profits of this preſent world 
whereby we may indulge our genius, an 
live contentment to our carnal luſts, and 
in theſe things we are ſo totally imploy'd, 
that we can Sy fix upon our lclyes a 
thought that mav conduce to betterthings. 
And therefore it is greatly requiſite that 
fucha time ſhould be allowed as may be 
altogether dedicated to the things Divine z 
and there may be a freedom to the Soul, 
without the check of bodily affairs, ro 
lay ir ſelf out in ics own concerns, while 
we retire thus from the Worlds incunt- 

brance, 


brance, and place a guard to keep it fron 
our hearts, when we are taken up in this 
allotted time with the united labour of our 
minds, ro ferye our God, and be ſ(ervient 


Souls. 

The laſt thing: which J ſhall direR in 
this reſpect, is, That yan.ſee your elf 2 
task of Scripture to read daily, and fail 
not to be punAual in the execution : 
this is that of which the Apoſtle ſpeaks, 
which is able to make us wile unto Sal- 
vation :: For here we have that know- 
ledg in its Fountain, which as 'tis Super- 
natural, and gives account of things not 
to be known bur by that Heavenly Reve- 
htion; fo ic is belt diſcovered by ir (elf, 
and underſtood by the comparing of choſe 
things together, which do ſeem contrary, 
and yet attord by that their contraricty, 
the beſt and folideſt Interpretation. For 
Comments, as they take up-much more 
time to read, {o are they for the moſt pare 
byalyd by the opinion of the men that 
writ it: for it is manifeſt, che molt of men 
bring Scripture rather unto their Opini» 
ons, than their Opinions to the Rule of 
Scripture. As 1 remember once I heard 
a Preacher inthe Pulpit go abouttoprove 
the lawtulneſs of God-fathers, from that 
place ur the eighth. of H{#24/ at the ſecond 
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to the Ercrnal Blefledneſsof our Immortal ! 
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verſe, which to the meaneſt underſtand- 
ing appears no more ur. t > the purpoſethan 
is a Wedding. unto a Chriſtning. And 
don't you think with as much wit that 
Door prov'd the Salique Law, Which 
fhurs one Women from the Crown of 
France, from: that place in the ſixth of 
St. Matthew, where *tis ſaid, Confider the 
Lillies how they grow, they toil net, neither 
do they ſpin, alluding co the Arms of 
France, And without doubt the benefir 
is great which yow'l attain, if you do ſirive 
like that Apollo to be thus mighty in the 
Scriptures : for, not to ſpeak of that de- 
light, which cannot bat ariſe fram know- 
ledg, fuch as Angels do deſire to pry into, 
and far exceeds that clear content which 
the Philoſophers of old took in the queſt 
of Natural Effeas, when they were as 
tranſported at their  Hemreks's, that yer 
came {o far ſhort of thoſe Divine Diſco- 
yeries, whicly truly are as David ſpeaks, 
much {weeter than the Honey and the 
Honey comb : Conſider what a Magazine 
the Scripwuresare, from whence there muy 
be weapons had for the repelling of the 
worlt IT emptations ; when as out Saviour 
thought thisthe beſt means to pur to flight 
the Devil, in that moſt ſolemn Combat 
which we read of in the fourth of Mat- 
abem, where It s written, without more 


adoy

ado, did vanquiſh that moſt cunning and 
inveterate Foc. What precious Promiles 
arc here, frona wheace we may ferch com- 


fort in our great extremities, and ſay as 
David did, 1 wy had fainted in my af- 


flition, but that thy Word did comfort me ? 


What excellent Directions have we here 


to be. our condutt in the way to Heaven > | 
How moſt uncrring and moſt certain to 


effe& the thing delign'd> What Patterns 
have lwe here of purity, not only from 
the reſt of Saints, bur moſt eſpecially from 
the Holy JESUS, "who hath by ſuck 
tranſcendent and unimitable kindneſs ob- 
lig'd us to the imitation of his bleſſed 

ertues. Laſtly, Conſider what an awe, 
to keep in- order our deceitful and per- 
fidious heart that muſt needs give, of 
which *cis ſaid, That it is ſharper than two 
edged Swords, and renders.the moſt hid- 
den things. laid naked and (Tetracheli/me- 
na) chined aſunder. So that I know not 
what to recommend unto you of more 
ule, to keep- you upright in the waics of 
Peace.

Faith 
and good works. they are the things 
wherein a man can never rofitably 
never too abundantly be . impley'd. 
How many have I known big with Dif 
courſe of things in Controverſic among 
us, whom yct | haye obſerv'd no wiſe {o- 
licitous' to keep their Conſcinces without 
oftence. Nay, I have known ſome then 
only forward in this kind to talk, when - 
they had got a Cup too much, and with 
delon; by ſhew of knowledg, whichthey 
herein had to make excuſe for that exor- 
bitance, which they were ſure the ſober 
mindef would condemn. And the truth

is, "tis no hard matter tor the talk of Re- 
F'gion, to ſupplant the praftice of it; and 
like thoſe who play art Ball,” while chey 
tols 'ir roo and fro, loſe it. - How many 
white have diſputed, .who are fit co 
come te the Lord's Supper, have negleted 
themſelves wholly to come thicther. Ang 
the Diſcourſe of Ceremonies hath bronghs 
things to that paſs, in reſpeQ of both par- 
ties, thatthe Circumſtances hath ſtept into 
the room of the Subftance, and 'rtis much 
more in the opinion of men to be confor- 
mable or not conformable, than it is to be 
pood or bad. I is therefore infinitely 

ter to be conſcientiouſly praftiling the 

ain truths we know, that curioufly di- 
puting abone thoſe things we know not; 
rather walking in the good old way of 
manifeſt;Holineſs, than in the new af- 
{ted way of diſputed Devotion. 

Do nct eſpouſe any Opinion, FaCtion, 
or Way of Men, to be led by them one 
ſtep farther than-the clear conviftion of 
thine o vn Judgment doth condutt thee. 
For how great indiſcrecion is it to be hur- 
ried by the whirl of others motion, into 
thoſe precipices, whirl-pits, and dangers 
thine own con{iderate foreſight did nor 
firſt ſound > And how prear an injury is 
It to that Reaſon which God hath given 
us, to-ſubjet our Underſtanding wo the 

nſe 
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fenſe of others & jurare in verba Magifhtr i 
and like {ally Sheep to bounce into noſmall 
inordinatenels, only becauſe we ſaw ſome 
great Ram leap. in before us > And verily 
*rwould /'vex one to. ſee thoſe who do de- 
fign to draw Diſciples after ther, rolead 
a crew of Gulls. into no {mall Puddles, 
by having: obtained: the repute of being 
no meanly underſtanding Ganders. Fox 
how manv Hens do we daily (ce follow- 
ing that Cock who hath had the conh- 
dence to crow '{toutly on his own o_ 
hilz out of danger of baving his right dt- 
fpured by the diat of Weapon 2 

I confels t hathbeen no impolitick way 
to Wealth and Promotion, to be a ſtone 
abettor of the prevailing Fation, and 
great Afſertor ofthe Opimon in faſhion, 

And we need nor go far for Examples 
of thole, who by this gale have proſpe- 
rouſly failed ro deſtred Dignitics. But if 
the Apoſtle make ira ſmall matter ro give 
carnal things inczchange for ſpiritual, ſure- 
Iy *tis abominable Traffick to give our 
Glejenal things for earna], and aber Opi- 
nions to fill our Purſes, not berter our 
Souls, 

Bur beſides, *cis felJom but God takes 
theſe wiſe in their own craftinels, and 
brings ſuch a turn which throws them out 
of Dignitics ſhamefully, who broughe 
themſelycs in hypoctitically. Never 
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- Never engage fo far in any Opinion or 
Way, as to {uffer for it, without che clear 
conviction of thine own Conſcience, that 
K is v6 ducy-(o0r0'do. For though there 
be-a Glory in Suffering, overballancin 
to: ſome Humour thelols and imart whic 
accompaniesit;. and though there-bemuch 
m a- preoccupated Judgment, that we do 
well in ſuffering, eſpecialyl when we are 
clapt on the Back, and og b 
thoſe who aber the Opinion: Thoug 
thus (I fay ) whe in hot Blood, and it 
the glory of the buſineſs, ie was not hard 
to appear gallant in ſome fierce Incounterss 
yet when the wounds are ſtark, the Spe- 
Qators gone, and thou left in thy ſolirudes, 
and become ſerious, belieye me thy Spirit 
willbe intollerably dull, if ic be not ſeren- 
ed witch a Conſcience teſtifying from mani- 
feft Trath, That thou haſt ſuffered accord- 
ing to the will of God. 
Set no eſteem upon any man becauſe he 
ts of this or that Opinion, bur valne every 
one that walks Vertaouſly, according to 
the plain Principles of Picty, Sobriety and 
pong which are not diſputed nor denied 
y any 3 nor truſt any man upon any 0- 
ther account: For I am {ure when the 
great Judg ſhall come to rake account of 
who are his, *twill not be askt what way 
you arc of, who. arc of Pani, and whoot 
Apollo > 
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Apolloz bur this is that whereby you will 
be known his, if you depart from all Ini 

ity- And for my own part, when I rcad 

e vertuous AAts which we arc told of 
Ariſtides, Phocion, Regulw, and others, my 
heart doth much- more readily imbrace a 
tender kindneſsfor their nnemorics, altho 
they were not Chriſtians, than I ſhould 
have for him that jumpt the moſt exaftly 
with my. Judgmenr,if (o | were convinced 
that he were vicious. For certainly it is 
Holineſs that is the moſt deſerving, and the 
moſt prevailing Intercſt in the World ; for 
God himſelf is on that fide, and they that 
think to drive on any.other without re- 
ſpe to that, ſhall ſurcly find their policy 
will fail, and all their projets will prove 
but abortive. And do you not think that 
you may better truſt a T urk that morally 
1s conſcientious, than you can build a con- 
hdence on ſome who with great ſtate o 
much cry up their Zeal in this or that 
Profeffion. And (ſurely tliſs will not ſeem 
ſtrange to any one that well obſcryes how 
cunningly they ſcrew'd themſelycs into 
huge wealth, and places of the beſt ad- 
vantage, who with the moſt apparent zcal 
did preſs the ſelf denying Ordinance: 
when yet we read of many famous Ro- 
mans who left not wherewith to diſcharge 
thei: Funcrals, by whoſe integrity. and

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And "this induſtry trnly cffcfts thingy 
beyond our own expeCtations, when we 
are not diſcouraged by difficulties, bur in- 
cited ; and throw not up the bulineſs as 
deſperate, becauſe not preſently pervious, 
and to be waded thorow. And let me 
tell you, of all Tempers there's none 
more to be avoided than theirs, the edg 
of whole aQivity is ſoon abated : for th 
vilely deſpond at thoſe things as impoſh- 
ble, which a more tough diligence doth 
eaſily luperate. For which cauſe, when 
the Hiſtorian had reckon'd up the many 
Difficulties and Dangers which Coſms the 
firſt Duke of Erruri« had to conflict with 
in his Infant Government; he concludes 
with this Epithonema, Hec omnia alioqui 
inexpugnabilia Coſmus patientia & indu- 
fria ſua facile vicet. And verily tis no

Chirrup; ſo there's nothing we rake more 
pleaſure in, than a diligent and willing 
Servant : for he merits no thanks that 
doth what he is bidden, which otherwiſe 
would be cxacted ; but we {ct an eſtimate 
on him, as exceeding our expeQation, 
who by his readineſs, as it were, antici- 
pates our commands. 

And therefore it doth fo much more 
eoticern you to take commands with ſuch 
a pleaſant cheerfulneſs, as gives account 
that you'r delighted to obey, it not be- 
cauſe the things you'r bid,do pleale you, 
yerat the leaft becauſe you afe pleaſed to be 
bidden, and think it is a Credic to yon 
that you arc imployed; for ſome are of 
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that temper, that it isa plague to be con- 
cerned with them, when with a ullen 
murmur they recetye all that's direQted to 
be done, and with a flavifh ſervyilenefs 
do feem to att only becaulc they muſt, 
and move no farther than they'r ovet- 
look'd: and in truth, *tis near the trouble 
to forcetheſe ro do, as 'tis ones (elf to do 
the things they'r bidden. Conſider then 
what odds there is between that ſloathful 
Afs that only moves as Whip and Cudgel 
forceth, and that right airy Mecttal which 
fill craycsupon the hand. 

And be as ready too to pleafe the Mi- 
ſtreſs and the Children in ſuch rhings as 
you perchance may think are-much be- 
fides your buſineſs. For by how much 

ou arc leſs bound to do what they defire, 
be" fo much more you may be {ure you 
will oblige, when hey do readily comply 
with what they will.

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we find Fabritias, that illuſtrious Roman, 
then tending his own Gridiron, when the 
Samnite Embaſſadors came to petition 
him for Peace. And the truth is, *tis che 
meer Effe& of our Pride and Vanity.,that 
weſtamp thoſe Things as dedecorus,which 
are good: for Bonum & Honeftum are 
terms conyertiblez and the Philoſopher 
defines that honetun,quod honore dignum ef, 
Hence it is that very ſlight perſons amon 
us ſcorn to put their hands to that whic 
formerly Kings Daughters madenot dain- 
ty of. And you may take notice that ſhe 
is {er out to us as skill'd in Cookery,whole 
Brother was So/omon in all his glory : buf 
this is the abjeneſsof the Age we live in, 
that Idlenels is an Ornament, and the

But 
know afluredly that ſuch-an humour is 
never like io gain the approbation of cx- 
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cclence ; for we approve not of ſuch works 


as do-come rough unto us from the Forge, 


but thoſe that the laft File hath poliſh” 
and render'd curious to the Eye of him 
that moſt obſerves. Bekdes, this. is the 
way to bear up withthe moſt conſpicuous, 
and have an eſtimate that weare notable, 
when wearc not content to give out with 
the reſt. o'ch* Cry when the purſuit is at a. 
fault, but pick'd out when the ſcent is 
coldeſt, and give not up the Chale until 
the Game lic down before us. 

There is yet- one thing more which I, 
muft mind you of, if you would have the 
kindneſs of the Family where you are 
plac'd ; and that is, that you-alwaics be. 
contented With your Diet : . For though I, 
do not doubt it in the leaſt that you will. 
meet with ſcantineſs there, in any. thing 
that is fit. ſhould be delired , other-. 
wile I very ill had then approv'd my (elf 
a carcful Father for you, 1f I. had placd 
you with ſuch an ayaritious perſon as 
ſt 041d deſire ro make a gain out of your 
Belly, and by denying you what is enough 
of what is wholeſome, ſhould be an hin- 
drancce tro your Growth or Health. Yet 
- Jet me tell you, fometimes. it ſo hap- 
pens in Houle-keeping, that ſome one 
Meal may not be all ſo-plentiful as others 
of the.

CHAP. XII 
Of the Choice of Company. 


T2 E next principal Conſideration 
wherein your Care is requifite, is the 
choice of your Company, wherein every 
perſon receives as gu an allay, both in 
his Reputation at

Taſtes and Operations: For we ſee it com- 
mon for the World to judge what men 


are, by their Familiaricies. And that it | 


ſhould be ſo, depends upon the molt na- 
tural Reaſon: for we ſee that all things 


avoid that which is heterogenous and of, 


another nature ; and not only Animals, 
bureven conflated Metals eje&t our of their 
ſubſtances the leſs ſolid parts : and the li- 
quid Bedics of Water arid Oyl, are as 
preciſe in their ſeparation : ſo that they 
are all concording in general Princiyles, 
fo arcthev each as Schilmarical in their 
private Natures ; whereby they not only 
preſerve their ſpecial differences, bur pre-

CHAP. XIIL 
Of the Danger of Company. 


uUT youwill alſo find that the Dan- 

ger of cyil Company is not lets than 
the diſcredit. In matrers criminal ic many 
times falls out, that our Laws inyolve a 
Guile, notonly upon the principal AQors, 
but alſo upon all the Company ; as in 
maxters of - Riot and Myrther. And in 
calcs

caſes of Treaſon eycn fence is Caprral; 
and in fuch raw mark be ingaged 
either to betray your Friends Life, or ex- 
poſe your own. Thus Fauregaizs who at- 
rempted the Murther of the Prince of 
Orange, did not only bring deſtrution 
upon himſelf, but on Verer«s alſo, who tho 
he dreaded tro commir the fatt, yet kept his 
Counſel that attempted it: and the diſco» 
ycry of the laſt was made meerly by ob+ 
ſervation, that he was feermkeeep Company 
with the fofmner. 

Bur this is nor the greateſt danger that” 
evil Company brings with it; a deeper 


miſchief is, that-it depraves the mind, and? \ 


leaves thar'tang and filth upon the Inrel- 
IeQtuals and AﬀeQions,as isnot to be waſh- 
' ed off without much ado by berter coun- 
fels And the fatality of this miſchicf is 
ſeen by the contagion of-it upon the pur- 
eſt minds: Fo/ſeph having learn'd in Egypt 
wo Swear by the Lite of Pharaoh. And the 
natural pronenels- that is in- us to Evil, 
makes usSpongy to receive this unhappy 
TinQure, and (preads the Venom of it at 
ſuch a rate, that there are-(ew'that fend an 
Antidote ſflrong enough to prevent ir. And 
the diſmal overthrows of many, coming 
. out- mro- the World well diſpoſed, who 
have been proftigate and/undone* hereby 
ng ſo-ſhrilla-Peal coal thats are obſerv, 
ing-- 
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ing, as that we may well condemn him 
as bruitiſh, who is not affected with it. For 
if you beſpeak thoſe whole Fortunes arc 
deplored, and ask the reaſon why th 
are ſo, fearce one of them bur ſhall cell 
you, that it was Evil Company that did 


Its 
There being therefore an innate propen- 
in man to Aflociaton ; Anachorilm 
being an eficA rather of Muſt and Mzlan- 
choly, than of Choice and Elefion: It 
being alſo a part of our Bclief, The Comt» 
munion of Saints; which conſiſterh not on» 
ly in that of the Spirit, but alſo in perſo- 
nal Converſe. And Earl Goodwin's Obſer- 
vation of the Confeflors Cup-bearer, 
when he ſtumbled with the one foot, and 
recovered himſelf with the other, ſhewing 
that we have need of the athiſtances of one 
another: For if one fall, the other (hall help 
by fellow; butwoe be to him that's atone. *Tis 
not thereforcthe leaſt 'part of onr 'Wiſ- 
dom to make choice of ſuch Company as 
may be of uſe to us,and not an hindrance 
in our CONCerns- 
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CHAP. XIV. 
Direllions fot the Chaice of Comp amy. 


FT is therefore good to chuſefiich for 
our Familiars, as (if otherwiſe well 
ihed') excel in thetr Way: for as 
it & a felicity by fate beſtowed on ſome 
to lead the Cry in every Art and 
Science, and ingenious Myſtery ; ſo there: 
is an ihnate Diſpoſition in fuch, ad c 
tandam landam, for the gaining of ache 
to skin off the Cream of their Abilities, 
and beſtow them as a largeſs upon the' 


company they converle with ; by which'\ 


mcans you. may obtain thoſe excellencies 
in epitome, which they got together with 
much rubbiſh and cumber. We -read' 
therefore that upon 'this account the rarer 
Artiſts of Antient TimeM Philoſophy, 
Zography, and Sculpture, thought ir 
worth the while to underrake long- and 
dangerous Peregrinations igto Foreign 
Parts, only to converſe with thoſe whom! 
Fame reported to excel. - And -without 
doubt theſe walking Librarics are 'of the 
greateſt uſe ; and knowledg never comes 
m more richly fraighted, then when ir (ers 
fail from ſuch Continents 'Tis therefore 
obſerved, that Francis the firſt King of 
France, though he came to the Crown 
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young and unlearned z yet by his Delight 
in the Diſcourſes of Learned Men (whom 
he would alwaics haye about him) he at- 
tained fo great ability as exceeded the pro» 
portion of the moſt learned Princes of his 
rime. ' And I my (elf knew a Perſon taken 
raw from his Studics (being choſen into 
the Houſe of Commons before he was 
twenty one) and who from that time 
very mnch laid afide rcading ; yer by al- 
fociating himſelf with the moſt knowing 
men, contradifted ſo great a ſufficicacy, 
that] haye heard him diſcourſe of Philglo- 
phical and Theological Controverlics, as 
much ro my admiration, as it was beyond 
what I did expe&. _ And I alſo obſerved, 
that hedid greatly vindicate himſelf from. 
that contempt- Which his Youth might 
ſubjet him to, by hisaccompanying with 
ſuch” perſons as were efteermed Wile: for 
the World could not but conclude, 'T hat 
he cicther was Wiſe, or would ſoon be fo

Eſpzciallv roo, it love be recommended 
with luch becoming importunity, as well 
admirs of no denial 3; when Rhetorick is 
not ſtrained by a bumbaſte Expreſſions 
but ſuch words ate found out, - as ſcem to 
be on!y diCtated by aft:Qion, wherein 
the Hzarc hath the: greateſt, and wit-.to 
other. ſhare, chcn to- give thema lovely 
pronounciation. 

Whereih ſuch conſtancy muſt be ob- 
ſerv'd, as may give the greateſt cvidence 
of vour AticCtion : for Women being 
ſenſible that this is that wherein their 
Rrength licth, and that they arc never 
| likely 
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lkely ſo: ro domincer, as now, your” 
| op2s are dead or alive, as they fmile or 
frown; they take pleature to tanmalize 
you, and ſhew their own preheminence z 
and do by you, as thole Chirurgcons, who 
though they intend to rake a Cure at 
laſt, yer to ſerve their own turns, keep 
you long in hand, and intermirt their Le- 
nitive Emplaiſicrs, With thoſe which may 
corrode and vex you. And in truth, Wga- 
men never lo well revenge chemſlelves on 
Men,; as when they ſend thera ſneaking 
away, diſappointed in their cxpeCtations: 
And that which is the:miſchicf on'c, the 
buſineſs isnot aCted in a Corner, but the 
World muſt be a publick Witncls of the 
deſcatz when in the midſt of all your 
Gallamiry, you arc routed Horſe and 
Foot; and triumphc:i over by ſuch an 
Enemy, as gives no other reaſon why ſhe 
wilinot, but becauſe ſhe willnot. 

And theretore in (ich cafes, they muſt

fattion : Thus lodering by a ſpeedy com:
